Opera House on October 9, 1949, with Margot Fonteyn as the Princess.

One of the most demanding virtuoso pas de deux in ballet repertory, the black Swan 
scene comes from the third act of Swan Lake, when the evil enchanter Von Rothbart 
brings his daughter Odile toa ball at Prince Siegfried’s palace where Siegfried must 
choose abride. Von Rothbart disguises Odile so that she resembles the Swan Queen 
Odette whom Siegfried loves. In her black costume, Odile resembles a black swan, 
and so enraptures Siegfried thathe declares he will marry her. Rothbart reveals that 
Siegfried has been duped and has broken his word to the white swan Odette, who 
will remain a swan forever.

Iskender, moving quietly, plucks the flower 
from her hand. Awakening, the Peri is alarmed but sees that Iskender has fallen in 
love with her. Recognizing an opportunity to regain the flower, she dances the 
magical dance of the Peris for him. He is undecided between the wish for 
immortality and the desire for this beautiful creature. Completely captivated, 
Iskender gives the flower back to the Peri. Aglow with happiness, the fairy 
disappears, leaving Iskender to face the doom of all mortals.

Swan Lake: The White Swan

The second act of Swan Lake is one of the greatest scenes in the Russian classic 
repertory. Frequently presented on its own, it shows the first meeting between 
Prince Siegfried and the Swan Queen Odette. Siegfried has come at night-fall to the 
shores of a lake he has seen from his palace gardens. As the swans land, they 
transformed into young maidens, Their Queen, Odette, tells Siegfried that they are 
under the spell of Von Rothbart, an evil magician, who forces them to assume the 
shape of swans by day. Only by night are they able to return to human form. This 
enchantment will be broken when aman swears to love Odette faithfully, Siegfried 
enraptured by Odette’s beauty and tragic plight, swears to love her, but as aan 


breaks, Odette and her maidens must become Swans again, leaving Siegfried 
distraught and alone. 7. 2

In this scene Count Fabio, who is experiencing financial woes, asks the Devil for 
help. Satanella, a devil, is sent to earth to be the Count’s page, who falls inlove with 
her master. She tries vainly to win him and, in an act of unselfish love, dies so that 
his soul may be saved. The ballet was created for the legendary ballerina, Be 
Taglion, and appears to have premiered as “Le Diable Amoureux” in Paris in 1840. 


Petipa’s re-choreographed Satanella” had its premiere in October, 1866, probably 
in St. Petersburg. 


Giselle: Pas de Deux

One of the supreme achievements of the Romantic ballet of the 1840s, "Giselle” has 
been preserved in Russia in uninterrupted performance for more than 140 years. In 
itsfirstact, Giselle, a simple village maiden, has been deceived in love be the young 
Count Albrecht, and after going mad, has died of a broken heart. In the second act, 
Albrecht comes at night to bring flowers to her forest grave. Giselle has become @ 
*wili” - a ghostly night dancer who is ordered by the queen of the Willis to force 
Albrecht to dance to death. Instead, Giselle’s love for him has survived death, and 


in a celebrated and beautiful pas de deux she dances with him, protecting and still 
adoring the contrite Albrecht.

Adapted from scenes in Cervantes’ epic novel, Marius Petipa’s full-length ballet 
Don Quixote was created at the Bolshoi Theatre in Moscow in 1869. Later 
choreographers, notably Alexander Gorsky, have edited the staging, butit remains 
one of the most popular and joyous of ballets in the classical Russian repertory. ae 
most dazzling sequence is the grand pas de deux which ends the ballet, wherein the 
hero Basilio and his beloved Kiti, are finally united. 
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JANA KUROVA in addition to being one of the world’s foremost Prima 
Ballerinas, has the distinction of being the daughter of Miroslav Kura, the famed 
choreographer. She began her training under her parents’ tutelage, at age ten (they 
had both been students of Aleksandr Pushkin at the Leningrad Vaganova School of 
Ballet), and continued her studies at the State Conservatory in Prague and the 
Moscow Academic Choreographic School, under such greats as Galina K. 
Kuznetzova, Nina V. Tchistova and Yuri T. Zdanov. In 1978, Ms. Kurova became 
a principal dancer with the Ballet Company of the National Theatre, in Prague. 


Ms. Kurova’s repertoire includes the leading roles in no ee tee 
including Swan Lake, Giselle, Sleeping Beauty, Nutcracker, on il over 5
